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THE PHILADELPHIA DISTANCE RUN 


On Sunday, September 21, 4500 runners and 12 Philmonters took vart 
in the annual half-marathon. With Mocom V (W3QV) set-uv at JFK 
Plaza and communicators at each water station, in the lead vehicle, 
along the route, and at the finish line, constant contact was vro- 
vided between all voints and race officials. 


Despite some intermod vroblems suffered by W3@V, manned by W3BBB and 
K3KUD, the entire operation went well. Time and position checks were 
reiAved by K3PHC in the Press vehicle to both W3QV and to WSUY at 
the finish line. Two calls for emergency medical assistance were 
handled by W3QV via Police Radio and reauests for supplies, water, 
and information from the 7 water stations brought quick response 
from race officials. 


While the race was the thing, the unseen effort behind the scenes 
made it go more smoothly and more safely, and Philmont was a large 
part of that effort.

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ELECTION LNFORMATION ‘ 


Excerpt from the Rules of Elections, an attachment to the By-Laws of the Club which 
has been adopted by vote of the General Membership. 


1) A Nominating Committee, consisting of at least three (3) members, shall be 
appointed by the President. 


2) Nominating Committee members are permitted to run for office, but only upon 
petition from the mambership, The petition must be signed by at least five (5) 
members and be presented to the Nominating Committee Chairman at least one 
month prior to the Annual Meeting to be included on the slate of nominees. 


3) Separate elections shall be held for each office: i.e. President, Vice-Pres- 
ident, Secretary, Treasurer, and Director. There shall be more than one 
nominee for each position to be filled. An individual shall not be nominated 
for more than one office, 


4) Nominations are to be announced at a General Meeting at least three (3) weeks 
prior. to the Annual Meeting. Nominations will be accepted from the floor follow- 
ing announcement of the Committee's slate, Nominations shall be closed at the 
conclusion of this meeting, 


5) Only members who have previously indicated their willingness to run may be 
nominated for office. 


6) No information on the Nominees is to be given out until one month prior to 
the Annual Meeting. Only those members who have accepted nomination will be 


announced; all others are to be kept confidential, -_ 


7) Nominees for each office shall be listed alphabetically by call on the ballot 
and on any published list, | 

%) After the nominations have bean closed, the President shail appo‘t at a Board 
Jf HLlactions consisting of a Thairnan and two (2) members. It shall be the 
function of this Board to supervise the election at the Annual Meeting, 
carry out the By-Laws and Rules of Elections, and to resolve any problems 
associated with the election which are not covered by said rules. 
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The December BLURB will carry a complete list of candidates for all offices and 
profiles of those running for President and Vice-President,

to provide an opportunity for all members to vote,
